Doesn't Care for Influence. 


In this letter the president says: 
"The statement alleged 
to 
ha\-c 


been made by the Inspector that I 
"ordered* the Indictment of 
or 


anyone else. Is a lie—Just as much a 
lie as if it had been stated that I or- 
dered that anyone should, not bo In- 
dicted. 


"My directions have been explicit 


and arc explicit now. Anyone who Is 
guilty Is to be prosecuted with the ut- 
most vigor of the law, and no ono 
•who is not guilty Is to be touched. I 
care not a rap for the political or KO- 
clal Influence of any human being 
•when the question Is ono of his guilt 
or Innocence In such a matter as the 
corruption of the government service. 


No Fear of Defection. 


"I doubt what you say, that the cir- 


culation of this report about me may 
alienate the support of many of 
's 


friends 
from 
my 
administration. 


Frankly, I feel that anyone who would 
believe, such a story must bo cither 
lacking In Intelligence or else pos- 
sessed of malignant credulity. 
If any 


one Is to be alienated from mo.by tho 
fact that I direct the prosecution of 
Republican or Democrat, without re- 
gard to his political or social stand- 
ing, when It appears that lie Is guilty 
of gross wrong-doing, why, nil I can 
say Is, let him be alienated. 


Nation's Welfare First. 


"If the district attorney has any- 


thing which Jhotfld be known to the 
Attorney General or to me LS regards 
this suit, I should be delighted to see 
him. 
But. frankly. I have not the 


slightest desire to see him a his visit 
Is to be In the Interest 'of the welfare 
of the party' or of my 'success.' 


"In n case like this. 
wb«ro 
tho 


crime charged Is one th-t strikes at 
the foundation of the commonwealth. 
I should hold myself unfit for this 
office If I Considered for ono moment 
cither my own welfare or tho Interest 
of tho party, or anything else except 
tho Interests of justice." 


That this letter refers to the case of

not denied. It Is not denied or affirm- 
ed at tho White House that the letter 
•was sent,to Congressman John W. 
Dwlght of Dryden, N. Y., who Is cred- 
ited here with having received It.

GENERALLY FAVORABLE 


Farming Operations In October Sut 


fer Delay on Account of Dry- 


ness of the Soil. 


Washington. Nov. 3,—The crop sum 


mary Issued by the weather bureau 
says as a whole October averaged 
mild and was generally favorable for 
farming operations, although plowing 
and fall needing were delayed on ac- 
count of dry noil In portions of the 
central Mississippi and Ohio valleys, 
and late crops In'thu central and east 
Gulf states suffered from drought. The 
middle Atlantic states experienced nb 
normally heavy rains and very high 
winds during the latter part of the 
first decade, causing <lanin!;ltifc fresh- 
ets In northern New Jersey and south 
eastern New York. Heavy and killing 
frosts occurred In the central and 
east Gulf and ..south Atlantic states 
from the 25th to the 28th, with freez- 
ing temperatures as far south as the 
northern portions of Mississippi, Ala 
bama, Georgia and South Carolina. 


The month was generally favorable 


for cotton picking, which work Is near- 
ly completed over a largo part of the 
central-and eastern districts of the 
cotton belt, and Is progressing rapid- 
ly In Arkansas, Oklahoma and north- 
eastern Texas, where much of tho 
crop remains to be gathered.

In. rwply .Secretary Hay 
has replied that until the ratification 
of the American-Chinese treaty, which 
was signed on Oct. 8, pledging (0 the 
world tho opening of Mukilcn und An- 
tung. It will be Impossible for this gov- 
ernment, In view of Its traditional 
policy of steering clear of foreign al- 
liances, to protest against Russia's 
continued occupation of Manchuria.

ence 1ms not yet como. It Is expected 
that the commercial treaty, 
which 


should arrive at Washington soon, will 
be ratified at tho extra session of con- 
gress, when the United States will be 
In a position to Insist on a strict re- 
gard for her treaty rights throughout 
China..

United States during the first nine 
months of tbo present calendar year 
have amounted 
to 2,687,081 
tons, 


agalnat 1,154,112 tons In the: corres- 
ponding year, an Increase 
of 1,140,- 


939 tons. 
The rebate of , duty 
on 


coal authorized by congress In Jan- 
uary. 1903, went Into.-operation Jan- 
uary 14, so that the 
figures for the 


nine 'months of 1U03 
represent • the 


Importation of coal free of duty dur- 
ing practically all of that period com- 
pared with the corresponding period 
of the proceeding year. In which the 
Importations of bituminous coal were 
dutiable. 
The figures here quoted 


as presented by the Department ot 
Comerce and Labor through Its Bu- 
reau crt Statistics. Include both 
bi- 


tuminous and anthracite coal, but as 
the total Imports 'of anthracite 
In 


the nine months of 1903 amounted to 
but 137,248 tons, the chief Increase 
Is In bituminous. 
This Increase 
of 


1,140,000 tons chiefly In coal from the 
United Klnsdoai. from which the Im- 
ports of bituminous coal during the 
nine months ending with; September 
1903, amounted 
to

The foreign commerce of the Un- 


ited States In coal, whether of Im- 
ports or exports. Is extremely amall 
compared with the domestic produc- 
tion, In which the United Stateo now 
exceeds any other 
country In the 


world. 
Importations 
of coal have 


never reached as much as 2 million 
tons In a single year prior to thp fis- 
cal year 1903, when they were 3,010,- 
225 tons, or a little more than 1 per 
cent of the domestic production, while 
the highest figure over 
reached in 


exports was In 1901, when It amount- 
ed to 7.«75.C49 tons. 
The relative 


Importance of tho Imports or exports 
to the coal production from the mines 
•of the United States Is shown by the 
figures of coal production as report 
ed from year to year by the Geologl 
cal survey, which shows that the total 
coal production In te last year was 
269 million long tins, the quantity 
being about tho 
same as 1901. In 


•which year the figures were quoted 
as 261,873,675 tons. 


The total Imports 
of bituminous 


coal for the nine months ending with 
September. 1903, were 1,225,394 ton* 
against-* 1,195.869 tons In t'j corres 
ponding months of tho 
proceeding 


year, an Increase of but 29,423 tons 
from Canada. 
From other countries 


tho Imports are of course extremely 
small, the largest Item aside f»'om the 
United Kingdom and Canada being 


• Japan, from which 50,784 tons were 


imported in the nine month* of 1903 
against 8.176 In the 
corresponding 


months of 1902. and other Asia and 
Oceania 303.626 against 259,951 
in

•Thus nearly all the Increase In the 
Importantlons of coal In the present 
year under the rebate of duty author- 
ized In January has been from the 
United Kingdom, while the total in- 
crease, as already Indicated, amourit- 
cd to 1,140.969 tons. 


Meantime the exportation ot coal 


has Increased more than the Import- 
ation. 
The total coal exported from 


the United States In the nine months.

entative of the Canadian attitude

general, though nine out of ten Can- 
adians might be Inwardly convinced 
of the impartiality and justice of Lord 
Alverstone's findings. 


There Is therefore some reason to 


doubt whether Canada Is so excited 
as she Is made to appear, or whether 
Canada's relations with Great Brit- 
ain will be In any degree affected by 
the Incident. In splto of the 
asser- 


tion that It will give a great impetus 
to Canadian 
independence. 
Tha 


fact Is that even the Canadians who 
are most bitter In their denunciation, 
who can see In Lord Alverstone's de- 
cision only the outcome of a deliber- 
ate plot to sacrifice 
Canada to the 


United States, 
would not give any 


confederation toi Independence, 
If 


that question were 
seriously under 


.discussion. 
Canada has practically 


nothing to gain an.l a good deal 
to 


los«. 
Enjoy/Ing the protection of 


the British prestige, without being 
taxed a penny for expenses, and yet 
enjoying all the benefits of absolute 
Independence except for tho nomlal 
control of a governor appointed 
by 


the crown, she would only weaken 
herself by setting up a government 
Independent In name 
as well as In 


fact, and would have to bear tho bur- 
dens of fleets and armies for her de- 
fense. ' Moreover, there Is .a more or 
less latent pride In the empire which 
would outweigh any 
slights much 


more serious and 
much .more real 


than the fancied wrong of the Alas- 
kan -decision. 


It Is therefore safe to say that so 


far as the mother country i* -concern- 
ed, its relations with Canada will not 
be In the least affected, not only be- 
cause there Is no occasion for offense 
lint because there' are too many fact- 
ors operating in ,favor 
of a contin- 


uance of the present relations. 
But 


with the United States the case Is 
different. 
While Lord 
Alverstone 


comes In for a large share of Canad- 
ian abuse, the United States will not 
soon be forgiven for appointing ad- 
vocates rather than judges. 
In con- 


nection with other causes: of irrita- 
tion, and coming at a time when It 
appears to be fashionable In Canada 
to pluck tho eagle's tall 
feathers, 


the Incident Is. not likely to Improve 
Canadian feeling, except In so far as 
It settles definitely one of the sever- 
al questions In dispute between tne 
two countries.

FOR LAYMEN 


Recent 
Court 
Rulings

Interest the .Busy Rerder 


Very Much. 


The recent war In South Africa Is 


responsible for some additions {o the 
small number of actual declslonn on 
the subeject of soldiers' willtj 
In 


t'.ie "nitest case It appears tha: tli? 
colonel of a regiment on active ser- 
vice Instructed his officers to ascer- 
tain from the men the names of their 
next of kin and how they wished to 
dispose of their effects In the event 
of their death. One private

reduced to writing: "In.the event of 
my death In South Africa. I desire 
all my effects to be credited to my 
sister Nellie."
